THE UTAH COMMISSIONERS. 

Tix Utah are five officers under law 
by the Presiddiit and Senate of the United States, to attend to certain duties’ 
Pertaining to elections in Utah, agreeable to the provisions of that law.’ 
Their compensation was at first fixed at three thousand dollars per annum 
for each Commissioner, but President Arthur, anxious to secure men of 
greater respectability than that salary would warrant, had it increased to 
five thousand dollars per annum, which is the amount now being drawn by 
the present incumbents. Their duties are light and do not claim much of 
their time, and this may be the reason that they have occasionally assumed 
powers and functions which do not belong to them, and the _— Court: 
has had to check them in their arbitrary assumptions: = 
Although the Commissioners have not spent much time in Utah; their ac- 
quaintance with the people has taught them some things not generally under- 
stood. All laws enacted against the plural marriage system of the Latter - 
day Saints have been based upon the assumption that it was not a part of 
their religion, but an immoral practice, pandering to the baser passions of 
men, without an element of religious motive or faith in it. This assumption 
was necessary to give the color of constitutional validity to the anti- pꝓolygamy 
laws, for the Constitution of the United States forbids Congress making any 
law respecting religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof... Now the: 
Commissioners declare in one of their reports to Congress that plural mar- 
riage is as certainly and distinctively a principle of the religion of the Latter-: 
day Saints, as faith, repentance or baptism, which is a virtual declaration 
that the Edmunds law is unconstitutionaal. 
By late news received from Washington, we ‘lees hat ‘the Utah Com- 
missioners have just presented another report to the Secretary of the Interior. 
It contains a review of the work of the year, a description of the workings of 
the Edmunds law, and makes some recommendations as to further legislation 
by Congress to make it more effective. This recommendation: for additional 
anti- Mormon legislation is a proof that the Commissioners are committed 
to the policy of the worst enemies of the ‘Latter-day Saints who are begin- 
ning to fear that the Edmunds law, wicked and Persecutive as it is, especially 
as adminiatered by the present Courts in Utah; is not sufficient to destroy 
the Church and leave the Saints and their possessions an easy prey to their 
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enemies. There is very little doubt that the same unrighteous: influence that 
foread the passage.of the Edmunds law: will be brought to bear upon the 
‘them to enact n Opprossive legislation 
against the Saints. 

Mr. Ramsey is probably: of the Utah Com- 
mission, as he is its chairman. He has been recently interviewed by a New | 
York Herald correspondent, in relation to his views regarding affairs in 
Utah. He says of the Edmunds law: “It proves to be the most effective 
legislation ever directed at the Mormon evil, and the fact that John Taylor, 
Cannon and Joseph F. Smith, the three presidents of the Church, are fugi- 
tives, is the best evidence of this. Nor are they the only men who are trying 
to escape from its elutches. About fifty of the bishops and apostles have 
gone away, thirty or forty more are under. indictment, and D or 

hirty are playing the martyr behind the bars of the prison. 

Mr. Ramsey is woll aware that under the present judicial regime in Utah 
a fair and impartial trial by a jury of his peers is a right that is denied every 
“Mormon” charged with ‘infraction of the Edmunds law, that every’ such 
charge is equivalent to a conviction, with scarcely any regard to the evidence, 
and that many of the trials in which “Mormons” have been defendants, 
especially if they were men of prominence,’ have been the merest travesties 
upon justice. It is to avoid thess mock trials, unjust judges, packed juries, - 
and persecution under the guise of legal prosecution, that some of our leading 
men have withdrawn themselves. The only favor the Latter-day Saints ask 
of the United. States government, if it be a favor to ask for that which is a 
guaran right, ig a just and impartial administration of the law in Utah. 
Although the Edmunds law is nominally directed against adultery as well as 
plural marriage, and is applicable to all the Territories and the District of 
Columbia, not the slightest. attempt is made to enforce it against any but: 

“Mormons,” unless it be by mistake, in which case the offender is soon par- 
doned. |, Indeed it has been declared that if the Edmunds law were enforced. 
in the District. of Columbia, there would not be officers enough left to run 
the government. There would be this essential difference, however, in the 
two cases: The imprisonment of the Mormons” arises from their fidelity to 
their wives and children, while that of the other class would be in conse- 
quence of connubial infidelity and adultery. Mr. Ramsey says lightly that 
twenty-five or thirty more of our brethren “are playing the martyr behind 
the bars of the prisons.”. He might have added they could avoid this by 
playing the apostate outside of the prisons, it being a notorious fact that no 
“‘Mormon”. who is willing to repudiate his wives and children, and renounce: 
his solemn covenants of marriage, is:sentenced to imprisonment. “ Playing : 
the: martyr”: is a facetious way of putting it, but being imprisoned for one’s 
religion is rather a serious matter after all. The history of past ages is
